Uncle Joe Cannon has been having 


hiq picture 
painted, an operation 


•which all good speakers must undergo, 
•ays a Washington dispatch to the 
New York Times. He has submitted 
to it with stoical resignation, know- 
Ing that it is part of the job be holds. 
. The various artists have done what 
they conceive to be their duty in such 
cases. They have undertaken to pre- 
»tnt the speaker in a favorable light 
to posterity. 
It is for posterity's sake 


that each new speaker undergoes this 
course of artistic sprouts. He has to 
contribute an oil painting of himself 
to the gallery of speakers and to leave 
his photograph for future historians. 


And these photographers have' per- 


formed their labors conscientiously. 
They have endeavored to give him a 
stern and statesmanlike- look, as of 
one whose mind is engrossed with 
matters of deep public import; they 
have wiped the half humorous glint 
opt of his eye, and tbey have toned 
down into lines of severity the curi- 
ous crease at his mouth which gives 
him the appearance of always smiling. 
They have done their duty as they see 
It, and in years to come a common- 
place face will look from the pages 
of. history instead of the most strik- 
ing and' unforgettable face in all the 
Fifty-eighth congress. It will be the 
face 'of an imaginary Speaker Gannon, 
the Speaker Cannon who ought to 
have been, not the face of "Uncle Joe. 


It has been the duty of everybody 


connected with "Mr. Cannon's official 
duties to metamorphose him 
from 


Uncle Joe into the speaker, and they 
h|ve worked indefatigabry at it. This 
picture making is merely -an example 
of it, but the work has" been a failure, 
for the' unconquerable Uncle-Joeness of 
him rises and protrudes as soon as their 
labors are done, as a pompadour head 
of hair rises obstinately the- moment 
you take your baud off it 


Of course his personality is less ob- 


trusively in evidence tlian it was'wlien 
he-was on the floor. He cannot make 
speeches now; neither can he preside a 
great deal of the time. The popular no- 
'tion Of-the-spea-fcership-is-that -that- offl-1 
eer "is continually in the chair, presid- 
ing over the. work of congress. As a 
matter of fact, when the big bills are 
being 'debated the speaker is not in the 
chair-more'than half an hour a day. 


So tlie speaker is seen but little in the 


house; his work is not that of an ac- 
tive participant." It is done behind the 
scenes. He is the hend of the house, 
the -general direi^or. of legislation, the 
man-who determines in advance what 
shall be done and has charge of the 
•way" to do it 
And hence it is that 


white1 Cannon is Uncle Joe asxmuch 
•8. ever, the fighting, rough and\eady 
Uncle Joe of parliamentary catch-as- 
catch-can is a fading tradition, growing 
dimmer all the while. 


The Uncle Joe who for so many 


years was chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, the official watchdog 
of the treasury, was a sight worth see- 
ing when a debate was on. His deliv- 
ery was slashing, sledge-hammery, full 
of- fire and fury. 
When lie got thor- 


oughly interested in his subject the 
fact was made known in an infallible 
way. On such occasions he would take 
off his coat and throw it on his desk. 
Provoked by opposition and getting 
warmed to his subject,'his waistcoat 
would follow his coat, and if the occa- 
sion was of sufficient moment to war- 
rant it off would come collar and neck- 
tie. 


Thus stripped for action Uncle Joe 


•would move up and down the aisles in 
long strides, waving his fists in the air 
and pouring forth a continual flood of 
sarcasm, invective and denunciation at 


• a rate that taxed the* stenographers. 


fig would roll up his shirt sleeves to 
give him greater freedom, and his bony 
fists would fly around In the heat of 
bis wrath so that the ducking heads of 
^congressmen, dodging to -avoid a punch 
; In the eye, marked his dashes up and 


down the aisles. 


If some unlucky opponent Interrupt- 


ed, Cannon would stride up and down 
the -aisle, -jerkins bis shirt sleeved 
arms about in a fury of impatience. As 
the last word left the questioner's 
month a gigantic roar of "Oh, Mr. 
Chairman!" would burst from Cannon 
as if his pent tip feelings had torn that 
torrent of sound from bis bosom, and 
behind it would come such a flood of 
•arcasm, couched in homely language 
and mingled with soundest sense, that 
the interrupter wilted under a laugh 
that shook the bouse. And when it was 
over Cannon -would go back to his 
place and put on bis colter and necktio 
and waistcoat and coat and retire to 
tbt appropriations room. 


These speeches were seldom partisan 


ones. He was engrossed in his work of 
watching appropriations and defeating 
extravagance- He never bealJated to 
beard the bouse leadTA, the anjm«t 
triumvirate of the machine, nor to defy 
the speaker himself. Breaks and bulls 
were frequent in tneae speeches, for he 
always spoke extemporaneously, and 
hta Mea* boiled over with such rapidity 
that be could not always choose his 
words, as, for example, when he was 
opposing the proposition to bar? the 
national government pay tbe tosses of 
fee Buffalo Pan-American exposition 


and was exasperated by tbe certainty 
thiit the house would override him. 


"Yes," he roured, shaking his flsts 


high lu the uir at Representative Alex- 
ander of Buffalo, the sponsor for the 
measure; "make the government a 
partner In your expositions. Then tbe 
next step will be to make the United 
States pay tne losses of the county 
fairs, and after that, I suppose, we'll 
become the backers of -a. Wild Bill 
West show!" 


The howl that greeted this only an- 


noyed him. lie was too excited and 
too dead in earnest to see anything 
wrong with his sentence, and "Wild 
Bill West show" it remained. 


Now all this is changed. He is the 


picture of dignity as he stands In tbe 
speaker's place, and ,it is quaint, nat- 
ural, unforced dignity, nothing put on 
about it. Yet he is the same Uncl 
Joe, and he has not been speaker ten 
minutes before the house was in a 
roar because he told the new congress 
men to "step up to the area and be 
sworn." 
And only the other day 


when the postal appropriation bill was 
being passed and 
some one asked 


what was before the bouse, this un 
conventional speaker bluntly replied 
"The subsidy for the Southern rail 
way." 
The brutal word "subsidy" 


struck the house dumb for a moment, 
for tbey had been calling it all kinds 
of fine names, and then they all join 
ed in a shout of laughter. 


Cannon had never bowed the knee 


to the house machine, and he had nev 
er surrendered to the senate. 
He 


thinks the house the greatest legisla 
tive body on earth, and he grieved 
over its continual sinking under the 
Henderson regime to be a mere ap 
panage to the senate. "Tbe deteriora 
tion of the house" was a stock subjec 
for magazine and newspaper moraliz 
ing, 
and it sank lower and lower ev- 


ery year. Cannon could not preven 
it. He was not one of the house ma- 
chine. 


But at last one day, in the closing 


hours of a legislative session, a nexv 
piece of senatorial aggression unlocked 
his tongue. It was 3 o'clock in tbe 
morning when Uncle Joe mountec 
on his desk and stripped to the shirt 
delivered such a speech about the 
rights of the bouse and such a defiance 
of the senate that a house half asleep 
and dog tired woke to frenzied tbun 
ders of applause. He knew he was to 
be speaker then, and the speech was a 
gauge of battle. The senate regarded 
it but little. But congress had hardly 
met when tbe solons at tbe other enc 
of the capitol found that a man hac 
become .speaker, who. was determined 
that the house should regain its an- 
cient prestige. 


Again and again the senate went 


forth to battle, and every time it was 
defeated. 
At every point the house 


won what it contended for. The house 
was"a' sblid 'arm'y under a beloved anc 
trusted leader, and that today it stands 
coequal with the senate, taking the 
place the founders of the government 
meant it to hold, and that this change 
has been wrought within four months, 
is due to tbe iron will and unflinching 
pluck of Speaker Cannon. 


The house loves and trusts him. He 


is the most popular man in all its mem- 
bership. The Democrats are little less 
fond of him than the Republicans. He 
has treated the minority fairly and 
even generously. 
And the bouse ad- 


mires him no less than it loves and 
trusts him. It will follow him to bat- 
tle anywhere and for any cause, as it 
rose from its degradation and fol- 
lowed him solidly to battle with the 
senate. It knows him as an uncommon 
man; a man, of high ideals and firm 
convictions and definite purposes. 
It 


knows him as a true man, one who 
will not go back on his word nor weak- 
en in the face of odds.

Senate Chaplain \Vnutn One Thai 


•Will De a Supreme Court of Inter- 
national Arbitration—To Work I'l 
Public Interetit BIcetlnKn Will Be 
Ueia In Many of the Larger Cities 


A supreme court of international ar 


bltration as a substitute for war, to 
settle the perplexing questions which 
arise between tbe nations of the world 
is the dream of Dr. Edward Everet* 
Hale, the senate chaplain. As a leader 
in the American movement toward in 
ternational' arbitration Dr. Hale sees 
new hope in the committee consisting 
of Senators Frye, Fairbanks and Mor 
gan, appointed to formulate a genera; 
scheme of practical operation to pre- 
sent to tbe senate. 


In reviewing what has already been 


accomplished in America and what 11 
is hoped can be done in tbe immediate 
future Dr. Hale said in a recent inter- 
view with the New York Herald 3 
Washington correspondent: 


"Tbe determined movement for in- 


ternational arbitration in America was 
first, organized in Washington when a 
conference was held under the stimulus- 
of Mr. Cleveland's proposed war with 
England. 
The object of tbat confer- 


ence was the establishment of a per- 
manent system of arbitration between 
tbe United States and Great Britain. 
Of that conference the author was tbe 
late William E. Dodge of New York. 
A committee of business men in New 
York invited to Washington 300 promi- 
nent men from all parts of the United 
States. Their resolutions were present- 
ed to Mr. Cleveland and to Mr. Olney 
and were received with hearty ap- 
proval. 


"The impression made by that great 


conference in this country and in Eng- 
land was very great. From that mo- 
ment we beard no more of the war 
with England. On the other hand, the 
parties at issue referred tbeir conten- 
tions to an arbitration board which met 
at Paris and made its decision, which 
decision was accepted by England 
and Venezuela. A treaty was project- 
ed between tbe United States and Eng- 
land to provide for similar reference in 
tbe future, but that treaty was certain- 
ly unfortunate in some of its provi- 
sions, and, though it commanded a ma- 
jority of our senate, it did not com- 
mand the two-thirds necessary. 
- "Everything seemed favorable this 
year for the second meeting of that 
conference^ All the surviving members 
of it were summoned again to Wash- 
ington. The call for this meeting was 
signed by Judge Foster, 'the great pa- 
cificator,' as he has been well called; 
Mr. Schurz, President Angell, Mr. 
Rives, John B. Moore, and others. This 
meeting was not what is called a peace 
meeting-. It looked forward to interna- 
tional justice, to a system by which 
such a central court for tbe world 
could be established, like the supreme 
court "of tbe United States—that is to 
say, a tribunal before which differenc 
nations may bring questions in contro- 
versy, which may ascertain the facts 
and after argument determine what is 
justice as between the nations in- 
volved. 


"The general drift of opinion through 


all the northern states is much more 
largely confident as to the possibilities 
of such a tribunal than one would sup- 
pose from the large appropriations for 
the army and navy.' 


"Following fast on the first arbitra- 


tion conference came the surprise of 
the emperor of Russia's peace invita- 
tion to the world. The invitation was 
first received with sneers and ridicule, 
but the interesting thing about it was 
that the business men of Europe took 
it up as having sense in it. The propa- 
ganda among business men that year 
showed Lord Salisbury what was the 
real sense of the men who do the work 
of tbe -world, and he, who had been 
very cold in his reception of the em- 
peror's invitation, came to a very cor- 
dial support of the congress at The 
Hague. The United States, England 
and Russia are responsible for what 
The Hague convention did. 


Iu America this determination that 


nations shell act with each other .is 
men of affairs act has not shown itself 
in the same way. But I know that in 
almost all tbe larger cities there exist 
organizations more or lew active made 
up of men of affairs who are deter- 
mined tbat the country shall under- 
stand what arc the possibilities of the 
jrcat international tribunal. 


"I believe that tbis summer wil! 


show tbat there exists through the 
whole country a determination in favor 
of tbe arbitration sentiment like tbat 
which undoubtedly exists in England. 


"The Massachusetts commission of 
international justice expects this sum- 
mer to bold a series of pnliiic meet-

A series of formal courtesies lu a small 
rooui are ns ludicrous as repeated band 
jerks ill a big ballroom. Tbe stature 
and general makeup of a hostess, more 
over, have something to do with the ap- 
propriate way of receiving. The un 
h.fcienic and fatiguing side of band- 
Blnikes may well Ueu-lop neuritis, and 
tbe constant backward or downwafc 
bend of the courte-.y is conducive tc 
trouble with the knee. 


But, apart from sin h small Irregular 


ities, there is a subtle pervasive atuios 
phere about both wohomes tbat a guest 
feels as soon as she enters a room and 
to wbicb she unconsciously responds. 
This atmosphere ma,\ either be tbe aro- 
ma of a kindly, Io\iug disposition,or 
the malarial effect of a churlish nature. 
One can shake hands coldly or courtesy 
cordially, says Kate Gannett Wells in 
Boston Cooking School Magazine. 


One cannot be a good hostess with- 


out sympathetic imagination and the 
instant intuition to know just how to 
welcome each guest. There is nothing 
more snobbish and amusing (with a 
heartache for the nonsense of it) than 
a hostess who is indifferent in manner 
toward her guests of average social 
quality and full of deferential eager- 
ness toward those who are prominent 
or distinguished. Yet if she does not 
indicate in her welcome some sense of 
values she offends. It is better to be 
too cordial, to shake bands too heart- 
ily, than to be conventional and courte- 
sy at far distances. 


For instance, afternoon teas are 


classed as'informal, so no deep courte- 
•sies should then be made. If one can- 
not shake bands all the time, one can 
slightly bend, as if in deprecation of 
the bigness of the crowd, which af- 
fords neither time nor space to extend 
the hand. But in a ballroom, where 
guests are formally presented, a host- 
ess should always coartesy, more or 
less deeply, in proportion to the wel- 
come to be accorded. 


Courtesies and handshakes are parts 


of etiquette, the best etiquette arising 
from tbe best manners, formed by sin- 
cerity of heart arid grace of bearing. 
Etiquette is the exchangeable silver 
coin of society, without which we 
should all be at loggerheads. It is as 
much the passport to harmonious fam- 
ily life as to social recognition. It de- 
mands social training, mental and mor- 
al truth and physical grace. 


Now that any one can entertain over 


an evening chafing dish or an after- 
noon cup of tea, graceful, well propor- 
tioned etiquette invests tbe economical 
hostess with as much charm as it does 
the giver of a fashionable ball. 


The bases of etiquette, fair play and 


sympathy, are great principles hidden 
in the deferential courtesy or the frank 
handshake. Cordiality or formality— 
which? Have both, one to temper the 
other.

There are a number of little devices

It can 
be iiiiidc in simple merino lined with 
sateen or in brocade lined with satin. 
The two iiintcrials are laid together 
and measure* forty-one inches long and 
sixteen inches wide. 
Fold over tlie 


two ends so tbat one forms a pocket

eleven inches deep and the other eight 
inches, leaving a space of four and 
one-half 
inches 
between 
tbe two. 


Across the deeper pocket make a divi- 
sion in fancy stitching toward tbe cen 
ter. 
This will give two pockets, one 


for handkerchiefs and tbe other for 
lace, ties, ribbon, bands, etc. Tbe pock- 
et at the other end of the sachet is for 
gloves, while two straps of half inch 
elastic placed at distances down tbe 
center are for veilings. Before turn- 
ing over and sewing round the edge 
tbe length of material forming the nar- 
row pocket cut a second piece, fix it 
aud then turn over and sew it at each 
side. This forms a second long pock- 
et, into which other things, such as 
soiled or cleaned gloves, can be put. A 
pincushion eight inches long by one 
and a half wide/, composed of wadding, 
in a silk case, is sewed to the flap form- 
ing the upper pocket and is intended 
for hatpins and smaller ones. 
Thus 


evcrything tbat one can want in tbe 
way of small dress adjuncts is at hand, 
and the whole rolls up, with a ribboji 
tied round. A narrow cord ed^cs the 
whole, about four yards being required. 


A jewel sachet for carrying ordinary 


articles of jewelry in daily wear is 
made with sash ribbon, lined with soft 
chamois leather. 
A pretty effective 


ribbon eight inches wide and twehe 
long should be selected; Iny the piece 
of leather on it and cut it to the 
same size. Cut other pieces of leather 
to form pockets, with overlapping 
flaps. These flaps are stitched on first 
then the long pieces, divided by nar- 
row 
white 
binding ribbon 
neatly 


stitched on. There are three pockets 
at one end of tbe leather foundation, 
each one being three inches square, 
and two at the other end, three and a 
half inches deep and four inches long. 
Each flap is bound with the white rib- 
bon and has a loop on it to fasten it 
to the small pearl buttons sewed on to 
the pocket. A piece of canvas is at- 
tached to the back of the wash leather 
to render it firmer. Down the middle 
Of the snchet is a narrow piece of tbe 
fancy ribbon padded with wadding 
two inches wide, over which fold two 
flaps sewed on at each end. joining by 
a button and loop, and matching those 
over the pockets. This is for fancy 
pieces of all kinds.

work is finished lay it on the length 
of fancy ribbon and bind all round 
with tbe narrow white ribbon.

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NEWARK'S FINE FIRE FIGHTERS. 


Department Has Recently Been Strengthened by 


North End House. 


The City Now Has Departments in East, West, North and Central Newark 


all Splendidly Equipped With Apparatus and Men-The New North 


End Station Was Recently Put in Commission- 


Description of the Place. 


Although. Newark can be said to 


lack adequate fire protection, this con- 
dition does not obtain through any de- 
lect in the equipment, personnel or ad- 
ministration of the fire 
department, 


which is now up to a point of efficiency 
that is surpassed in no city in Ohio, 
and equaled in but few. 
All that is 


needed to make a disastrous conflagra- 
tion in Newark as nearly impossible 
as can be conceived in the very nature 
of things, is a water works 
system 


that is in every way adequate to the 
city's needs, and as thoroughly up to 
date for the best service as is the fire 
department. 


The entire department is under the 


administration of the Board of Public 
Service, the members of which are: 
Frank A. Bolton, president, and Theo- 
dore M. Ball. 


This board has been in commission 


several months less than a year, and 
yet by a most rigid and impartial ap- 
plication of the merit system, in rec- 
ommending men. for appointment as 
firemen, they have raised the standard 
of qualification for the important du- 
ties of city firemen to a high degree of 
excellence. What is perhaps the most 
noticeable is the fact that at present 
the' Newark fire department has in it 
nothing but big men. Almost without 
exception, the members are close to 
six feet and weight in proportion. Ev- 
ery chief "in the United States, who 
has had any experience with fire fight-' 
ers, wants big men under him, raen 
who can stand fatigue, hard work and most human. 


tral, East, West and North Newark. 
Each station has a captain and lull 
compliment of men, although the force 
might be added to with much benefit. 


It is particularly about the new 


North End station, corner of Ash and 
North Fourth streets, which has been 
in commission a little over a week, 
that this article has to Co.

Tho lower iloor may be said to be 


divided into two parts only, the bo'-se 
quarters in the rear and- the main 
room in front, whore the apparatus is 
kept and the men spend their waking 
hours. 


The second floor has sleeping nuun, 


lockers, bath and toilet 
apartments. 


The hay loft over the stables is in the 
rear of the second story. A tower on 
the nortb side is of sufficient height to

Madison, "Wis., April 16.—The value 


of vild flowers for garden and park 
decoration is coming to be moie and 
more appreciated. 
There has been a 


moie or less well denned feeling among 
people who love wild flowers that to 
iemo\9 them from their surroundings 
or to cultivate them tended to lessen 
their beauty and spoil the higher ef- 
fects which their own selected environ- 
ment produced. But it has been found 
by a closer study of fiem, here as well 
as elsewhere, that man may often im- 
prove upon nature. 


In the middle West, where the wild 


crocus and the hepatica are the earli- 
est "blossoms, many people have found 
4fcat-&y" a 'little care in placing tjbem. 
where they can get the sun early-and 
with a proper background, their attrac- 
tive blossoms would appear from one 
to two weeks earlier than in their nat- 
ural state. Ths most marked success 
has been with., the hepatica, which of 
all the early flowers is the most attrac- 
tive. It is possible even before 
the 


frost is out of the ground to dig up 
with a spade or pick a few plants o! 
this variety, and by planting them in 


I sand in a southeast exposure get blos- 
:soms a week ahead of the hillside 
The wild crocus, or Easter or wind 
flower, as it is variously called, needs 
an exposed spot in a warm soil. 
The 


top of a gravel or sand knoll is its fa- 
vorite spot. 


The anemone which is perhaps the 


most exquisitely graceful of the early 
spring group, will stand transplanting, 
as will the spring beauty. Indeed, the 
so-called May flowers, including the 
white acd painted Trillium, the Ad- 
der's Tongue, nr Wood 
Daffodil, the 


different varieties of wood violets, the 
Dutchman's Breeches, even the early 
orchids, the showy orchis and the 
yellow lady slipper, can be grown in a 
garden if a little care is given to loca- 
tion and the preparation of the soil. 


The later varieties of wild flowers 


are even more air-enable to cultivation 
than the earlier ones. Many interested 
in flower gardening have experimented 
with the wild rose, yet few itnow the 
wonderful possibilities of this shrub.

university course failed. He moved to 
Kingston and entered the law office of 
Schoonmaker & Ilardenbergh as a 
clerk. 
Then he entered the Albany 


Law school, and upon graduating he 
returned to Schoonmaker & Harden- 
bergh. Within a few months he took 
a partner named Kenyon and opened a 
law office at Kingston. 


For twelve years the young lawyer 


practiced his profession in Kingston., 
He had a good income and won several 
important cases. During that time he 
' was quite free from the control or in- 
fluence of large corporations. 


In 1877 he was elected surrogate of 


Ulster county and was afterward elect- 
ed for a second term. That was his 
first experience of public office. 


His entrance into politics was due 


simply to his love for his old employer, 
Judge Schoonmaker, who had been 
'driven out of politics. He believed that 
the judge had been wronged and set 
out to restore him to popular favor. 
i So earnest was his campaign that he 
,soon became a recognized political fac- 
jtor in Ulster county, being a favorite 
of Mr. Tilden and Mr. Manning, who 
[trusted and consulted him. In 1885 he 
was induced to become chairman of 
(the Democratic state executive com- 
jmittee, and in the campaign which he 
managed. David B. Hill was elected 


1 governor.-' Mr.'fifll appointed"'Mm to a 


seat on the supreme court bench when 
Justice Westbrook died. 
.Honors Came Early. 


When Judge Parker was thirty.-three 


jyears old he was unanimously nomi 
[nated for the supreme court bench by 
the Democrats. The Republican? would 
not nominate an opponent Not a vote 
was cast against him. He served on 
ithe supreme court bench until his 
election as chief judge of tbe court of 
appeals in 1897 by a plurality of about 
€0,000 votes. 


During his nineteen years on the 


bench he has ignored politics. In 1896 
and 1900 he voted for Mr. Bryan, but it 
was well understood that lie was a 
; sound money man and merely accepted 
the will of tbe majority in his party. 


Judge Parker's wife was Miss Schoon- 


maker of Accord, a woman of rare re- 
finement and good Dutch Revolution- 
ary blood. Their daughter married the 
Rev. Charles M. Hale, rector of an 


. Episcopal church at Kingston, which is 
within easy.driving distance of Eso- 
pus. The judge's son died two years 
ago. 


It is on the farm at Esopus that 


Judge Parker's personality has full 
swing. Here he writes his most im- 
portant judicial opinions. Here, too, 
he works in his fields, prunes his trees 
and cares for his thirty registered Red 
OPoll cattle, his full blooded Poland- 
China pigs and fine fiock of Shropshire 
sheep.

farm, he divides his time between his 
cattle, crops arid judicial writing. 


whistling a merry tune. 
* None of his eight farm'hands knows 
half as much as he does about tho 
trees, the crops,-the cattle, sheep, pigs, 
chickens, turkeys or ducks. Whether 
In the peach or .'ipplc orchard, In tho 
cow pasture, barn or sty, he is the 
master of all in knowledge as well as 
in energy. He will ply his pitchfork 
or put his shoulder under a heavy load 
with the best of them, and It Is a good 
man who can keep up with him. He 
Is modest enough, save when he stands 
among his great Red Poll cattle, tbe 
pride of his heart. Then he swells 
with conscious comradeship, for they 
nre like him—big, strong and genuine. 
There is no liner sight in that part of 
the country than Judge Parker in the 
middle of bis herd, calling to his great 
bulls and laughing as they come to 
him. 


There are a tall silo and a cold storage 


house, built on the judge's plans. In 
the storage house are apples, pears, 
cider and all manner of good things to 
cat, mostly the product of Rosemont 
Thrift, orderliness and energetic man- 
agement are everywhere in evidence. 


In his home the gentle, lovable traits 


of the austeie chief judfie reveal them- 
selves. To his wife, the inspiration of 
his mature life, he is always like a 
iboyish lover. To his venerable mother 
he is the dutiful son, smiling at her 
stern sermons on temperance aud hu- 
mility, but proud of her noble charac- 
ter. 


He takes his little redheaded grand- 


son by tho hand and swings around 
the veranda with him like another 
child. He catches up his baby grand- 
daughter Mary in his arms and dances 
up and down the wide hall, whistling 
the while. And when his name is 
mentioned to her she always purses 
her rosy lips and tries to whistle. 


He drives his family to his son-in- 


law's church at Kingston every Sun- 
day and sings heartily, so that stran- 
gers in the congregation are apt to 
turn their heads. Kor does he forget to 
have his domestic servants, who are 
Roman Catholics, driven to their own 
church regularly. 


The judge is a vestryman in the 


Kingston church and, although a man 
of very moderate means, he is probably 
the wealthiest man in the congrega- 
tion. He is the practical pillar of the 
church and takes an active interest in 
its charities, its cooking and sewing 
and dancing schools, its physical cul- 
ture class and its basketball games for 
boys. He is also a contributor to the 
funds of the local orphan asylum and 
is one of the managers of the King- 
ston city hospital. 


His neighborly usefulness is to be 


seen on all sides. 
He is even the 


freight agent of a steamboat company, 
so that the little private dock on his 
farm may be used for the convenience 
of the community, and there the fast- 
est steamboats of the Hudson touch on 
their way to and from New York. 
Likes Magazines and Novels. 


He is a confirmed magazine reader, 


delighting in such periodicals as Har- 
per's and the Outlook. 
He seldom 


reads poetry, but is fond of good nov- 
els. Mrs. Parker is always on the alert 
for a good, new story for her hard- 
working husband. 
But his natural 


taste is for Dickens, Thackeray and 
Scott He delights in the vigorous out 
of door atmosphere of "The Scottish 
Chiefs." Jefferson is his favorite polit- 
ical writer. Any book or article on ag- 
riculture or cattle breeding is sure to 
interest him.

Sleeps Only Six to Seven Hours. 


Notwithstanding the early hour at 


which he rises and the steady vigor 
with which he works, Judge Parker 
does not retire before 11 o'clock or 
midnight He sleeps soundly and is up 
again, clear eyed and smiling, at 6:30 
o'clock. He averages less than seven 
hours in bed. 


To understand the judge's business 


capacity and his common sense way 
of dealing with difficult situations it is 
necessary to know how he saved the 
Ulster County Savings institution. In 
September, 1891, this important bank, 
which had deposits of §2,500,000, closed 
Its doors in consequence of embezzle- 
ments by the treasurer and assistant 
treasurer of sums which, with the divi- 
dends due, amounted to $400,000. This 
wiped out the supposed surplus and 
left the institution with a deficiency. 
The usual action was taken by the at- 
torney general to wind up t>a business 
and distribute the assets, and a tempo- 
rary receiver was appointed. 


It was found that it was impossible 


to wind up the affairs of the bank in 
the ordinary way without substantially 
destroying the market value of the real 
estate of the bank. This was so be- 
cause the institution had invested about 
§1,500,000 in real estate mortgages, one- 
half of which were on farms. 
To 


throw so many farms on the market 
would have caused a crash in their 
values.

In Arizona tlii'iv Is :ui electrical stone 


tvhlch crops out above crov.tid in an al- 
most inaccessible niouiu.un tia.s.s.

General Joseph AVarren Keifer, who 


has been nominated for congress by 
the Republicans of the Seventh Ohio 
district to succeed General Charles 
Dick, the late Senator Hanna's suc- 
cessor in the senate, is a veteran law- 
maker and twenty years ago was a 
figure of national prominence/ 


General Keifer has already served 


four terms in the national house of 


J. WABBEN KEFJFEB. 


representatives—from 1ST" to 1885. He 
was speaker from 1881 to 18S3, com- 
ing in between two Democrats—Sam- 
uel J. Randall and John G. Carlisle— 
and in other ways has been honored 
by his party. He has been a delegate 
to several national conventions and be- 
fore going to congress was three times 
elected to the Ohio state senate. 


"When the civil war broke out he en- 


listed in the Third Ohio volunteer in- 
fantry and was commissioned a major- 
Later he was made colonel of the One 
Hundred and Tenth Ohio infantry and 
at the conclusion of the war retired 
from the service a brigadier generaL, 
He also served as a major general of 
volunteers in the war against Spain. 
, Always active-in the Grand Array 
of the Republic, General Keifer served 
ns department commander of Ohio 
from 18GS to 1S70 and in the follow- 
ing year was elected vice commander 
of tie national body. 


A native of Ohio, he was educated at 


Antioch college and began the prac- 
tice of law at Springfield in 1858. He 
is now in his sixty-ninth year and is 
recognized as one of the foremost law- 
yers of the state. Notwithstanding his 
law work and the demands of politics 
General Keifer has found time to write 
a Inxtk, "Slavery and Four Years of 
War."

Under the title "Social Uplift In 


American Cities" William Alexander 
Hoy presents in a recent issue of the 
O'uUook a plea for a policy of central- 
ization and unification with regard to 
public works of education and recrea- 
tion. 


Recreation piers, play centers, small 


parks, park gymnasia, park concerts, 
public baths, vacation schools, school- 
house roof gardens, school libraries, 
free evening lectures, some other .novel 
municipal undertakings, the many and 
varied activities directed by college set- 
tlement, university settlement, church 
settlement, by all forms of social set- 
tlement and by other humanistic soci- 
eties—all these things have been begun 
and are continued in recognition of the 
many peculiar needs of an enormous 
part of the population of a large city. 


The good accomplished by these in- 


stitutions is great. It would be render- 
ed much greater by the policy of inter- 
weaving for both old and young the 
means of play with the means of edu- 
cation and of intensifying tueir direc- 
tion. 


With the private agencies federated 


in one system, with the public agencies 
of popular instruction and of popular 
recreation—of schoolhouse and park 
and pier—ingeniously adjusted in an- 
other system, with each system pre- 
serving its individuality, yet co-operat- 
ing with the other for the sake of 
Mother City, surer and stronger work 
can be done. 


On the basis of what is now demon- 


strated to be expedient the municipal- 
ity may utilize to the utmost its school 
buildings as centers of neighborhood 
life, developing neighborhood cohesion 
and social mind, encouraging the use 
of the building for formal neighbor- 
hood meetings, encouraging its use by 
branches of the City History club and 
by self sustaining neighborhood clubs 
meeting at night for study and discus- 
sion. 


The schoolbouse may be made the. 


place in which neighborhood choral 
clubs can be organized and trained, 
and the district small park and the 
recreation pier may be the appointed 
places in which concerts for the neigh- 
borhood can be given by the neighbor- 
hood's own people. 


The schooihouse may be the head- 


quarters in which young men of the 
neighborhood can be assembled in ath- 
letic clubs; in its gymnasium they may 
go into training, and then on tbe after- 
noons of half holidays in summer on 
the field of the district playground and 
in winter on the stout floor of the rec- 
reation pier the athletic contests of 
the neighborhood can be held for the 
enjoyment of all of the neighborhood. 


If municipal administration of now 


diversely directed activities be sys- 
tematized It will speed the coming 
of the time when in each of many 
small parks in crowded districts and 
perhaps on the site upon which is now 
built only a recreation pier we shall 
see a stately structure, with its class 
rooms, gymnasium and baths, its read- 
ing room, library and roof garden, used 
by day for children as a school, used 
by night—the long year through—by 
men and women for their instruction 
and entertainment, a hall of the people, 
a building that msy well be called the 
neighborhood house. 


A special object of the social uplift 


movement, Mr. Eoy urges, may be to 
work upon segregated colonies of alien 
residents, to acquaint them with Amer- 
ican institutions and ideals, and by at- 
tracting their interest and attention 
promote tbe assimilation of foreign 
elements into actual and helpful citi- 
zenship. Ordinary night schools, with 
their commonplace rigid classes, rou- 
tine ways and jejune teaching of Eng- 
lish words, do not do what needs to be 
done for adolescent and alien immi- 
grants. 


It would be better to have not hap- 


hazard classes, but congenially com- 
posed clubs, assembling Italians in one. 
Russians in another. Hungarians in an- 
otber. Syrians in another, and to AS- 
eigis to them competent racial leaders. 
Work in learning our language could 
then be linked with work in learning 
the principles of onr local and general 
customs, manners and laws, and tbis 
work eould 1>e varied by the club mem- 
bers participating in the recreative ac- 
tivities provided by the general system 
—its lectures, stercopticon exhibits, con- 
certs, gymnastic exorcises.

CATALOGUE OF AMERICANA. 


Outline of n Urcnt \Vor!c H«'l>rrlnir 


to the American llwolutlitu. 


A catalogue of a remarkable kind 


has beeu compiled in London. It i* an 
index of the manuscripts referring to 
the period of the American Ke\olu- 
tiou, which are in the arclmes of Eng- 
land, France, Holland and Spain, buys 
the London Chronicle. 


For about thirty years its compila- 


tion occupied the late Mr. Benjamin 
Franklin Stephens, .\ho was so \\ell 
known as dispatch agent in London 
for the American government. It was 
the pet table of his life as well as of 
his leisure hours, and he lelt it ai- 
niost finished, thanks to the consider- 
able .staff which he had working on it. 
There is not, and there can never be. 
another catalogue just like it, and its 
inevitable destiny would seem to be 
the Library of Congress at Washing- 
ton. 


The period covered dates from 1703, 


when the rumblings of the American 
Revolution began, to 178!. when the 
tremendous chapter for which It stood 
in the world's history could be sum- 
med up. If it was a time of the sword, 
it was also a time of the pen. as Mr. 
Stephens' catalogue index proves. 


In it there are entered no fewer 


than 161,000 documents, compiled in 
three divisions. First there is a cata- 
logue in fifty volumes of beautifully 
written manuscript of these docu- 
ments, as indicated by short titles. 
Then 'comes a chronological index in 
a hundred volumes, with a description 
of each document and its contents. 
Finally a alphabetical index, arranged 
according to the writers and receivers 
of papers—or, in the absence of names, 
the subjects—runs to thirty volumes, 
in ali 180 A oluines of manuscript. 


At one time a proposal for a grant in 


aid of Mr. Stephens" undertaking was 
made in congress, but it did not come 
to anything. This Avas not for want 
of appreciation of the catalogue, but 
because it is always hard to get a big 
parliament to attend to a small meas- 
ure. 
The index lu's been valued at 


$100.000; but, beins unique, it may 
be said to be ' without money and 
without price."

in the center; hold the other end and 
the frame in your left hand. Begin 
working by passing the needle- and 
thread through one of the machine 
stitches, then across to the opposite 
side, then back again in the alternate 
stitch, then back again, and so on un- 
til all the thread in the needle is used 
up; then thread it \\ith tlie under 
thread, bring it up to the right side 
and proceed as before until the spokes 
are all complete. 
The end of the 


thread you na\e been working with 
is then passed through laalf of the 
spokes and tied securely, then tied to 
the loose end. In case the thread is 
not long enough to complete the wheel 
it can easily be fastened to a new nee- 
dleful with a tight knot 
The process, 


although it may seern complicated in 
print, will be found to be perfectly 
simple. 


After the frame is made and spokes 


are all complete comes tbe pleasanf 
part, that of darning in the pattern. 
This can be as simple or elaborate as 
you Tush, and there is practically no 
end to the different combinations. Fifty 
spokes is a good number to work with, 
and a \ery effective wheel may be 
made by simply tying the spokes 
around in rows at four different dis- 
tances from the center. 


The wheels are here pictured in about 


two-thirds the actual size when made 
with rattier coarse linen thread. Mak- 
ing them with finer thread would de- 
crease tLe size, while if made of cro- 
chet silk they would be considerably 
larger. 
None of them is difficult to 


make after the worker becomes accus- 
tomed to tne darning. The main thing 
to remember is to draw the darning 
threads closely and firmly to give a 
solid look to that part of the ^hcel, 
but at the sama time one must not 
draw or pull the work, or it will look 
uneren. 
The beginner will find the 


process described for working with the 
pasteboard circle a somewhat easier 
one than that of working on a cushion 
and using pins, for the reason that 
the threads are held perfectly firm by 
the machine stitches until it is desired

Hard Times For Clergymen, Teach- 


er* '.and Providers of Flfunure. 
Clergymen in grout numbers remark 


to these days upon the difficulty of in- 
teresting audiences, much more of 
drawing audiences. In New York a 
late census indicates the sparse ratio 
of population attending divine worship 
both in Koman Catholic and in Protes- 
tant churches.

in every row 1 stitch is increased. Al- 
ways start at a corner and join on the 
first single. This makes the joining al- 
most invisible. 


Twelfth 
Row.—Do not turn, but 


chain 25 from the joining. (This is for 
one side of neck.) Now turn and work 
back over the chain, also the hexagon, 
to the second last corner, making in- 
creases only on the three corners be- 
tween. There chain 23 for the other 
side of the neck. Turn and work back 
and forth around the whole bib to the 
other side of the neck until there "are 
three and one-half ribs to the side. 
Where the bib ties on the back make 
the ribs round, or they may b<j left 
square if preferred. 


Now work back and forth and on 


each beginning of a .row stitch over 
4 stitches 
and work to within 4 


stitches on the other end. 
Do thus 


until at least 4 ribs (not rows) are 
made. Now add to it as many ribs as 
you wish it in length, running them 
over the lower two sections, decreasing 
1 stitch in the beginning of a row to 
keep the edge in line with the rest. 
Work all around with 1 chain spaces 
and finish with fancy scallops. 


Here the scallops are made by work- 


ing around the bib twice, first with 
6 double crochets into a double over 
the spaces, then fastened to the next, 
then 2 chain and fasten on the next 
double; then repeat all around, except 
around the neck. There finish the scal- 
lop with a 3 chain picot between the 
doubles and do not leave the space be- 
tween scallops. 


Second row of scallops: Work 2 


doubles with a picot of 3 chain on 
every double space of scallop. Fasten 
down on the space between scallops. 
This makes the outer and last row full 
like a little ruffle.—Delineator.

It is now generally agreed that man 


Is expected to work out his own llfo 
problem, the age of miracles and spe- 
cial dispensations being long past. 
Therefore when the boy, from the high- 
est social grade to the lowest, is found 
to be the moral inferior of the gii'l of 
his own age and station even the leas', 
thoughtful will understand that there 
must be grave -fault in training to 
bring about such a result. 
That the 


case may not seem to he overstated, 
let representative facts be cited.

example, educators in the public schools 
are at the moment demanding the re- 
turn of corporal punishment as a 
disciplinary measure for boys. Asl:e£, 
"If the law were passed would it not 
have to apply also to girls?" it was 
answered .that although it would the 
question was of no moment, as when a 
similar law was operative a fev.-.years 
ago not a girl had made herself eligi- 
ble for ,rod punishment. The agitation 
is wholly in behalf of boys. Take an- 
other example: In Harvard university 
this term the dean of the Lawrence 
Scientific school, Professor Shaler, ap- 
peared before the COO students in the 
geology class and delivered a scathing 
address on their conduct toward a sub- 
stitute professor. This had consisted 
in hurling copper cents, chalk, books 
and old shoes. At a later lecture the 
missiles included two eggs. The just- 
ly indignant dean stated that during 
most of the thirty years he hai been 
instructor his audiences had been made 
up of gentlemen, but that for the last 
few years classes of loafers had been 
coming into the university. 


Now, 
to -one who disbelieyes. as all 


intelligent persons must, in inherent 
moral superiority of girls and women 
there must be some reason for this uni- 
versal barbarism of the boy, for that 
is what ails him. The reason is not 
far to seek, and it is all epitomized in 
that much quoted and much esteemed 
maxim, "Boys will be boys." 
From 


the time, in his baby days, when he is 
given a drum or a trumpet" or some 
other ear splitting, noise producing ar- 
ticle and encouraged to disregard the 
rights of others in the matter of rea- 
sonable quiet until he passes from 
parental control he is allowed a license 
and tolerated in lines of conduct which 
breed in him a profound contempt for 
the rights of any whom he may bully 
or override. At the bottom of all boy- 
ish wrongdoing is that indifference to 
the rights of others. The remedy lies 
wholly with parents and educators. 


Let us hope the time is not far dis- 


tant when, the ideal for boys will be 
changed from "boys will be boys" 
(with all the licenses therein implied) 
to high chivalry in all things.—Vogue.

Heat and. Air In the Dining: Room. 


The temperature of the dining room 


should not be as high as that in the 
living rooms of the house. People lose 
the relish for their food as much -when 
they are compelled to cat in an over- 
heated room as when it is not venti- 
lated properly.

the proper heat for the room. but. this 
is much too high.

Those who 
have suffered from the discomforts of 
«n overheated room are likely to agree 
•with this authority after making a 
trial of different temperatures. Serv- 
ants should be instructed to air the 
room thoroughly just before dinner 
and lower or raise the temperature. «s 
the case may be, until the proper heat 
is obtained.

Sam made up 
the powders himself and after dinner 
took them to his fiancee and gave her 
one. 
In ten minutes there was a hurry 


call for a doctor, a pump was inserted 
in Anna's stomach, and among other 
things arsenic was brought up. The 
two remaining powders were found to 
be harmless. 
Anna recovered, and 


Sam was arrested. 


The case excited a great deal of at- 


tention, the newspapers spurred on tho 
authorities to make sure of Cienden- 
in's conviction, and the prosecuting at- 
torney made up his mind to win a rep- 
utation by hanging him. Before the 
trial camo off the attorney had conclu- 
sive evidence that Sam had already 
been married to Anna Guernsey and 
was interested in getting her out of the 
.way that he might marry a fortune. 
The lawyer failed to entrap Anna into 
acknowledging the marriage, but An- 
na's mother, who was a firm believer 
in Sam's guilt, signed a statement giv- 
ing certain circumstances that had led 
her to' believe her daughter had been 
secretly married. 
When all the evi- 


dence was ready there was no other 
conclusion to be drawn from it than 
that Sam had tried to poison his wife 
for a purpose. There was no written 
evidence against him worth mention- 
ing, 
but witnesses in plenty to prove 


the motive. Indeed the bare fact of 
his bringing three powders, taking 
care that the two he did not adminis- 
ter should be harmless, was quite 
enough to prove a case of attempted 
poisoning. One flaw in the chain of 
circumstances pointing to Sam's guilt 
was not taken account of, and that 
was that Sam was not a fool. Only a 
fool would give a person arsenic, for it 
isu sure to be found wherever ' it is 
placed. 
But murderers usually sur- 


prise us in leaving some door wide 
open for their conviction. 


When the case was called the prose- 


cuting attorney introduced ample evi- 
dence to prove that Sam Clendenin had 
been guilty of one of the most diaboli- 
cal. murders on record. The defense 
brought forth absolutely nothing to 
show that he had not poisoned Anna 
Guernsey except that he had always 
borne an irreproachable character. 
This, however, was met by -witnesses 
who swore that Sam had been seen by 
them in gambling and drinking saloons 
frequently for months prior to the 
attempted inurder. 


Just before the case was closed the 


defense introduced a new witness. 
Thomas Biggs, detective, whose stalc- 
ment (questions of .the attorney omit- 
ted) w.ls as follows: 


"On Dec. 15 I was called to investi- 


gate the following case: Mr. Anthony 
Seymour had the evening before dined 
at the Excelsior Chop and Oyster 
House. He had hung np his overcoat, 
with $-~>00 in one of its pockets, and on 
reaching home found the money gone. 
I was given an incomplete list of those 
who dined nt the same time and pro- 
ceeded to get a clew. On examining 
Mr. Seymour's overcoat I found in a 
corner of one of the pockets a tiny 
package done up in a leaf evidently 
torn from a, memorandum book. Mr. 
Seymour declared that no such pack- 
age was in his pocket at the time of 
the robbery, and I at once conclude:! 
that there had been an exchange of 
coats. The coat was a ready made one 
of Farnum & Emke'-s. who had sold a 
great number of the same pattern dur- 
ing the previous autumn. There dim*d 
at the same restaurant on the same 
evening, each wearing one of those 
coats, Anthony Sevmour. Joseph Mil- 
ler and the prisoner. Seymour's coat 
was stolon and has not been recovered. 
Seymour put on the prisoner's co:;t. 
whi'-h the thief doubfl'-ss removed to 
Seymour's pec. and the prisoner put 
on Miller's coat by mistake. Miller 
had that evf-nini: purchased two pow- 
ders by prescription for his si<-k child 
a:i«l one of ar«"iiie to kill a <-at.

Manufactured in Newark Many Years Ago and Sold 


For 75 Cents a Gallon. 


At One Time Newark Had Four of These Concerns But John D. Rockefeller 


Loomed up on the Horizon and Soon the Industry Perished—Coal for 


Oil Supply Was Secured From Flint Ridge Southeast of New- 


ark—An Interview With James H. Smith. 


An interesting account of what was 


at one time OD.P of Newark's leading 


industries, but which has since passed 


out of the recollection of most of the 


people"of the city, was related to The 
Advocate by Mr. James H. Smith, of 


East; Main street. 


Mr. Smith, who was one of the pion- 


eers in this industry, the manufacture 


of illuminating oil from 
cannel coal, 


remembers distinctly the rise and fall 


of this business here and elsewhere. 
Newark was a favored place for the 
manufacture because of tiie nearness 


of an abundance of cannel coal in Flint 


Ridge. 
I 


About 1836 a company, headed 
by 


men from Maysville, Kentucky, erected 
a large factory, where the Baltimore 


and Ohio passenger station now stands. 
To this place cannel coal from Flint 
Ridge was hauled. This coal was dis- 
tilled through retorts at a low tem- 
perature, the same method at a high 
temperature being used for the manu- 
facture of artificial gas,. The oil was 
then sent through a refining process 
and was placed on the market at 75 
cents a gallon. 


The company thrived and soon three 


other concerns were in the field in 
Newark, one headed by James H. 
Smith and his father, Henry Smith, 
and Dr. J H. Salsbury, and another by 
John Fleek and 
George Sherwood. 


The only competitor to this coal oil 
was the fish oil and lard oil, which 
was largely used at that time. 


During the sixties venturesome per- 


sons began 
sinking oil wells in a 


meager way in Pennsylvania- 
The 


first oil that poured from nature's vir- 


DEAD LETTER OFFICE. 


Over Ten nillion Pieces of Mail Sent There During 


The Past Year—Nearly $50,000 in Money and 


Many Valuable Papers Were Received. 


A coi>y of the American Postmaster 


just received at the Newark office con- 
tains an excellent article on the -work- 
ings of the dead letter office at Wash- 
ington. The Postmaster says- 


The report of the dead letter de- 


partment of the postal service offers 
an annual text for comment on the 
carelessness of users of the mails and 
their supreme faith that the postal 
department will carry out their inten- 
tions, however ill they may do their 
part. The postal department does so 
much in this direction—more proba- 
bly than is at all realized; but that 
during the past year over ten million, 
pieces of mail matter had to be con- 
signed to the dead letter office shows 
that the postoffiee of the country can-' 
not always save people from 
thear 


mistakes. 


Of over ten million pieces received, 


nearly a million more than in the 
previous vear. 
8,895,205 pieces were 


opened, and $4S,G34 in money, com- 
mercial paper representing 31,493,563, 
239,955 
photographs, 
and 
postage 


stamps amounting to several thousand 
dollars, --were found enclosed. There 
were'554,201 misdirected domestic let- 
ters and 231^032 letters mailed with- 
out postage; and 251,oSO parcels with- 
out a claimant found their way into 
the office. 
Many of these were re- 


turned to the owners and many of 
the letters to their writers, but the 
senders of many more remained un- 
known. 


The most surprising part of 
the 


whole matter is that the department 
does not speedily supply the one sim- 
ple remedy at hand that would do 
more than all else to reduce to the 
minimum this vast amount of pains- 
taking labor and greatest source of an- 
noyance to patrons and 
postal em- 


ployes, namely, by making the return 
card as compujsory as the postage 
stamp upon all mail matter, and en- 
forcing the provision by proper legis- 
lation and penalty. . 


It seems strange indeed that the de- 


partment will spend thousands of dol- 
lars annually in attempting to thwart

Head of Big Firm Tells How 
Advertising Brought Success 


In a recent article- of this series I 


wrote of a man -who had started adver- 
tising with $500 and made $000,000. 


"Fairy tales," a harness manufactur- 


er said or intimated, "a good story for 
you advertising agencies." 


The only fairy tale is the fact that 


the advertiser has not made .$500,000, 
but mnuy times as much, and that he 
started his business, putting his all 
into newspaper advertising, with a sum 
much nearer $50 than $300. 


This man is R. "VV. Sears of Sears, 


Roebuck & Co., Fulton and Desplaiues 
streets, Chicago. 


Mr. Sears started in business in Chi- 


cago in 18&1. He was told that com- 
petition in mail order business would 
be too much for a man without cap- 
ital, but he had one very plain, simple 
idea—to put his advertisement into a 
newspaper not merely to keep the name 
before the public, but to advertise some 
•particular article at some particularly 
low price; nothing more. He did this 
to the extent of about .$50, reinvested 
his profits, eventually getting out a 
catalogue, and thus built up a business. 
It is popularly supposed that the busi- 
ness was quite small until 1897, when 
outside capital was put in. This, how- 
ever, is not the case, as the firm, hav- 
ing been built up out of nothing, was 
doing in 1897 a business exceeding that 
of all but a very fewmail order houses. 
From 
the first customer received 


through an advertisement the trade has 
now grown, Mr. Sears says, to about 
2,000,000 live accounts. 


The volume of1 business of Sears, 


Roebuck & Co. is said to exceed that 
of any other mail order house in the 
world, its rival for that position, by 
the. way, beiug another Chicago con- 
cern. This volume, variously estimat- 
ed at §18,000,000, §20,000,000, §30,000,- 
000 and even more, is a subject of 
much speculation among other adver- 
tisers. I may'say authoritatively that 
the total business for last December 
was somewhat in excess of $3,000,000, 
this being the sale for one month alone. 


Mr. Sears has been the advertising 


man for this concern. For the last 
five years he has been, I believe, the 
heaviest buyer of newspaper space in 
the world. His annual investment for 
space alone, not Including any of the 
Incidentals of advertising, is said to 
be in excess of $500,000. 


"You ask my opinion on advertising," 


Mr. Sears said today. "Well, the lon- 
ger I am at it the less I feel I know 
about it. The whole advertising prob- 
lem resolves itself into a series of ex- 
periments—finding your way. I am 
never through studying and trying out 
—different ads. and different papers. 


"Don't misunderstand me. I don't 


mean that advertising is a gamble. It 
is the constant, careful, methodical 
watching of results from every small 
investment that assures the success in 
the aggregate. 


"It's the fellow with the second wind 


that wins the race. Many advertisers 
get cold feet just about the time suc- 
cess would begin to come their way. 


"When we advertise we are well sat- 


isfied with returns which the average 
advertiser would consider a losing ven- 
ture. We depend upon the ultimate 
results, the satisfied customer, his per- 
manent trade and the trade of his 
friends to make our advertisement pay. 


"While I experiment v<-ith the details, 


it seems to me that this general adver- 
tising proposition sifts itself down -to 
very simple principles," Mr. Sears con- 
tinued. 


"Talk United States and deliver the 


goods. Have something to say, say it 
and then do exactly as you say you'll 
do. 


"What we want above all is a satis- 


fied customer. We -want his permanent 
trade. To get this we must give the 
right goods and the right prices. 


"3Iy newspaper ads., as you know, 


are very simple—this sewing machine 
so much* and 'this gun at such and 
such a price.' Of course I use the or- 
dinary trade talk. I use the strongest 
language within reason to describe the 
value of the article. Maybe it is a lit- 
tle strong, but 1 am careful to avoid 
palpable or foolish exaggeration, and 
anyway there's the guarantee—"your 
money back if you want it "—E. T. 
Gundlach in Chicago Tost

The following is taken from "The 


Real Japanese Character," -\rhich ap- 
peared in a recent issue of the New 
York Independent and was -written by 
Colgate Baker, who was born in Japan 
and lived there many years. 


The leprous spot in the Japanese 


character is the moral element, which 
is absolutely dominated by this inborn 
philosophy. 


It has been stated that the Japa- 


nese have no morals, but this is quite 
untrue. - They have no moral ideals,' 
so cherished by western civilization. 
The beauty of the moral principle- 
right for right's sake— is quite incom- 
prehensible to the Japanese mind. In 
the Japanese philosophy it is right to 
do anything which is wise and wrong 
to do anything which is foolish; be- 
yond this there is no right or wrong, 
good or bad. 


In business the Japanese is honest 


•when honesty is the best policy. The 
merchant who does not take advantage 
of an opportunity to cheat by giving 
short weight or substituting an in- 
ferior quality of goods considers him- 
self a fool. The man who does not 
break his plighted word if it is advan- 
tageous for him to do so is stricken by 
his philosophic conscience. 


To the Japanese 
mind personal 


chastity is a matter of no importance 
except in the wife and mother. This 
attitude is consistent -with the inborn 
philosophy that dominates the Japa- 
nese character. The interests of the 
home and posterity make it necessary 
that the -wife should be virtuous, and 
in justice to the Japanese wife it must 
be said that she is a model of virtue. 
If the husband can find happiness in 
being a libertine, or in keeping a num- 
ber of concubines, it is considered right 
for him to do so. It is only when the 
husband squanders more than he can 
afford in riotous living that he is con- 
sidered, to be doing wrong. The prin- 
ciple upon which a libertine husband is 
condemned in Japan is purely a ma- 
terial one and not a moral one. A 
young girl may be bonded to a brothel 
or placed as a concubine by her fam- 
ily if financial reasons make it -advis- 
able, and to the Japanese mind it is 
perfectly proper. 
The Buddhist doc- 


trine of self sacrifice upholds the girl 
who sells herself for the sake of her 
parents, and although she becomes for 
the time being an outcast from so- 
ciety she is esteemed fop her act. 


Suicide has always been considered 


honorable in Japan, the wish to die 
being considered sufficient justification 
for the act. Xo moral principle against 
suicide is apparent to the Japanese 
mind. In past generations the samurai 
code prescribed suicide if it was im- 
possible to live with honor. The pass- 
ing of the samurai lias not witnessed 
the elimination of his fantastic theories 
concerning suicide in Japan. The cause 
of suicide in Japan is almost invari- 
ably dishonor. 


The religious element in the Japa- 


nese character is strong in the women, 
but the men are materialists pure and 
simple. The women are the temple 
goers. Buddhism and Shintoism have 
taught the -women the beauty of self 
sacrifice, which is the keynote of their 
character. The religion of the women 
has created a state of affairs in the 
Japanese home which is most agree- 
able to the lord and master, man. The 
wife finds delight in being her hus- 
band's slave and exaltation in her self 
immolation. 
She seems to always 


have in mind the saying of the blessed 
Buddha, "Only through self sacrifice 
shall you enter into heaven." 


The character of the Japanese peo- 


ple as a -whole has not been affected by 
Christianity- The number of Christian 
converts is insignificant in comparison 
with the population of Japan, ai'd the 
influence of those converts on the na- 
tional character is not apparent The 
average Japanese looks upon the ef- 
forts of the Christian missionary in his 
country -with a kindly spirit He is 
well aware that the progress of Chris- 
tianity in Japan is not sufficiently rap- 
id to endanger any of his social insti- 
tutions for generations to come at 
least and he is also fully convinced 
that his own philosophy of life is in- 
finitely superior to Christian doctrine. 
The young Japanese who becomes a 
convert to Christianity while studying 
abroad sometimes meets with kindly 
indulgence when he returns to bis fam- 
ily in Japan. but more often with mild 
ridicule, particularly from a Buddhist 
mother. 


The Japanese nation *as assimilated 


everything in Christian civilization ex- 
tept the Christian religion and its 
standard of morality. Today Japan is 


! equipped to hold its own in warfare, in 
i science, ia industry, art and commerce 
! with sny nation in the world, but it 


docs not accent Christianity because 
it considers the Japanese phiJosopa 
superior.
